SAN_ ERANCISCO 一 Despite 
the alreadqy scarce space devoted 
to parks in ChinatowDn， mo 
community groups voiced 
opposition at the last Planning 
Commission meeting during its 
discussion of the proposed 12-story 
condominium building which 
could block sunlight from mnearby 
Chinese Playground. 

OPpponents of the proposed 
project，including a UC Berkeley 
faculty member and the head of 
SE's park system，claim the 
condominium complex could 
decrease the amount of sunlight 
shining into the play area，thus 
making it colder and less 


enjoyable.

Supporters of the project claim 
that 直 would bring much needed 
housing to the area，and would 
block only a minimal amount of 
Sun， 

Speaking in opposition to the 
Project was Peter Bossellman，a 
lecturer in UC Berkeley's city 
Planning department. Bossellman， 
who has worked with the SF 
Planning Commission for several 
years, had been asked to assess the 
impact of the proposed 160 foot 
building on the playground area. 

He presented to the commission 
a series of slides，taken from si 这 
different locations in the play- 
ground, showing how the path of 
the sun would be blocked by the 
building at different times of the 
year. 

“The issue is the useability of 
Chinese Playground,”he told the 
commission， He claimed that the 
buildqing would block from one to 
four hours of sunlight into Chinese 
了 Playground. “It is _ essential that 


sunlight reach the playground,” 
MINIMAL 

In addition， Bossellman dis- 
puted the findqings of an environ- 
Inental impact report approved 
earlier by the Planning Dept. The 
report had concluded that use of 
the Playground during the 
afternoon，when the building 
would block the most sunlight， 
was minimal， 

To refute that claim， he 
presented a chart based on several 
observations of the playground's 
Use pattern _ that indicated the 
playground was used extensively 
during the afternoon hours.

against the project, noting that the 
playground is one of only two 
open space areas in Chinatown， 
“We can't afford to horse

“We distinguish between active 
opposition ,and merely expressing 
these concerns,”said Chin. “Our

BEIJING 一 Chinese FEoreign 
Minister Huang Hua, just returned 
位 om Moscow where he had met 
with ， Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko, and Defense 
Minister Geng Biao were Sudden - 
ly replaced here last Friday. IThe 
changes had been expected for 
some time,， however, and are not 
expected to imply any major 
shift in foreignor defense policies. 

Huang， a senior careeI 
diplomat who advanced under the 
tutelageof the late Premier Chou 
Enlai and who was China's first 
ambassador to the United Nations， 
has been replaced by WuUXueqian， 
the 60-year old Vice Foreign Mi- 
nister. Both attended a Nov- 21 
WwWelcoming ceremony for Son 
Sann，Ppriime minister of the coa- 
lition fighting the Vietnamese- 


backed goOVerIninent of 
Kampunchea (Cambodia). 
“OPTIMISTIC 


Huang，69，had been 记 for 
some time and had earlier been 
expected to retire in 1981. Fol- 


lowing his recent talks in Moscow 


aftef the funeral for Leonid 
Brezhnev，he had said he was 
“quite optimistic” about current 
Chinese-Soviet negotiations，and 
had predicted that a second round 
of consultations would be held 
“soon, SOo0n. 

Huang's replacement Wu has 
had a long career in the Commnu- 
nist Youth League and is a close 
colleague of Commnunist Party Ge- 
neral Secretary Hu Yaobang. He 
has led many delegations OoVeT- 
seas and is reported to be fluent 
in English. One of his sons studied 
at an American University. 

Former Defense Minister Geng 
had visited the US in 1980 when 
the Carter administration 
approved the sale of sophisticated 
military equipment to China. 
Geng's replacement Zhang Aiping， 
72, is from Sichuan Province and 
a veteran of the Long March. He 
has headed the Defense Science 
Commission as well as been a de- 
puty chief of the general sta 侍 . 

Zhang is expected to intensify 
the drive to modernize the 
People'S _ Liberation Armny，4.2 
million men strong and the 
World's largest Standing army. Mo- 
dernization requires perSofnnel re- 
duction as well as upgrading wea- 
pons and technology，and Deng 
Xiaoping，who as chief of the 
Partys “Military “Commission 
controls the armed forces，appa- 
Iently intends that Zhang lead the 
ProcessS. 


Although “ Deng， following 
Huang's return from Moscow， 
assured Thai ” Minister Prime 


Tinsulanond that the process of 
normalization With “MoscowW 
would not diminish China s Oppo- 
sition of Soviet“hegemonism ofT 
determination to get Vietnamese 
troops out of Kampuchea， Iany 
Southeast Asian nations appear 
concerned what changes in China- 
Soviet relations would mean for 
their relations With Beijing.

They keep their 
children inside, they can't play in 
the streets; after school，they're 
expected to go directly home and 
do their homework. In those 
environments, they dont have te 
chance to go out and play,”Hee 
noted ，

“The Reagan administration 
has clearly demonstrated that 让 
expects the states to solve their 
own refugee resettlement PrIob- 
lems， We deplore this shirking of 
federal responsibility，but we 
recognize California must be 
ready to _ accept the challenge， 
declared Carptner， 

He estimated that about 
280,000 refugees have resettled 
in the state since 1975， 侠 


Stanford Med Ctr 
Announces Asian 
Research Exchange 


SITANEFORD 一 Stanford Uni- 
versity Medical Center has an- 
nounced a new _ education and 
research exchange with Asian 
Universities . 

The first group of up to four 
Asian fellows is expected to arrive 
at Stanford next fall for maximurm 
stay of a three years. Fellows w 记 
work in some of Stanford's top 
laboratories，according to Dr，

In return, Stanford fellows and 
faculty will spend time at Asian 
Universities investigating indig- 
enous diseases.

SAN JOSE 一 ALaotian refugee 
complains of terrible head- 
aches with no apparent physical 
cause. They only stop at night, but 
she has trouble sleeping because of 
Iecuriring nightmares. 

A Vietnamese wife is beaten by 
her unemployed husband and 
doesn't know who to turn to 
because she can'tspeak English . 

A man begins to hear voices 
which he can't stop. They tell him 
that he shouldn t have left his 
mother in Cambodia. 下 ventually 
the voices demand that he kill 
himself to make amends for her 
death . 

TYPICAL 

The above cases aren't actual， 
but are fairly typical of the 
histories of cases Which are seen by 
the mental health workers at the 
Southeast Asian Mental Health 
Program of Asian Americans for 
Community Involvement of Santa 
Clara County in San Jose， 

Ninety per cent of the people 
seen at AACIs mental health 
program are from that county's 
Southeast Asian refugee popula- 
tion. Most emigrated from Indo- 
china in 1979 and after, 

The refugee population's need 
for mental health services is large 
and growing. Santa Clara County 
has the fourth largest number of 
Southeast Asians of California 
counties, behind only Orange, os 
Angeles, and San Diego counties. 

NONEXISTENT 

For most refugees who need 
them，bilingual mental health 
Services are essentially nonexis- 
tent, The mental health program 
at AACI represents the most 
ambitious attempt to remedy that 
Situation ， 

Dr. Allan Seid，a psychiatrist 
and the director of the mental 
health program，Ppoints out that 
Santa Clara County has only,one 
Cambodian-speaking and one 
Laotian-speaking mental health 
worker. Both work at AACI. 

Their Vietnamese-speaking- 
worker is one of five and the 
Chinese-speaking worker is one of 
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four in the county、. 

There are no day treatment or 
residential facilities with bilin- 
gual capabilities. 

ACCESS 

Changes in the Medi-Cal pro- 
gram could limit access of refu- 
gees to mental health workers， 
and could result in more crowded 
conditions at the county hospital 
and community clinic, charged 
Dr. Seid, 


After January，the state WwW 训 
eliminate its coverage of medically 
indigent adults 0OT whose who 
work but can not afford to pay 
for medical costs. The county wi 
Operate a TIeduced program. After 
June 30,， Medi-Cal drops its cove- 
rage of Visits to _ Private psychia- 
trists and psychologists. 

“I would say,”said Dr. Seid， 
“that (these) statistics give a fairly 
good picture of the lack of mental 
health services to a very high 
Population of Asians whether they 
be refugees， immigrants，or Asian 
Americans of fifth generation who 
need culturally relevant services, 

“This county is sorely lacking in 
attention in that area… 

To illustrate the _ cultural and 
legal confrontations which the 
Southeast Asian family might 
face, Dr. Seid offered the follow- 
ing scenario 

Feeling his son is disobeying 
him by adopting American ways， 
a father ptnishes the boy with a 
beating, The son is Americanized 
enough by now to know that 
although such treatment would be 
tolerated back home，its against 
the law here， Thus he calls the 
police. 

The father now finds himself in 
court and is ordered by the judge 
to see a counselor， 

For the refugee，going to an 
American mental health pro- 
fessional would probably be futile 
contended Dr， Seid，because of 
language difficujlties, In addition， 
mental health therapies are 
based on western culture and 
asSuImptions。 

If he was lucky enough to avail 


to provide community Support 


himself of the services of AACI the 
refugee would find a much 
different approach from the tradi- 
tional western model. 

The unique counseling methods 
owe a great deal to director Seid,， 
who is also on the faculty at 
Stanford，He has trained the 
AACI mental heajlth staff to make 
their counseling _ culturally rele- 
Vant. 

“All of (us on) the staff have the 
bilingual， bicultural  ， experience 
and the immigrant and refugee 
experience ourselves,” explained 
Ruth Chan Chau，the Chinese- 
Speaking psychiatric social worker 
at AACI. 

“(Our methods) are non-tradi- 
tional in the sense that we try to 
help (clients) solve a lot of life 
problems.” 

STRESSFUL 

The approach，Chau elabor- 
ated，combines psychological 
eduation and concrete answers to 
stressful situations, focusing on the 
paritcular problems of the South- 
east Asian refugees. 

For instance most didn't choose 
to emigrate，but were expelled 
and were in danger of their own 
and their families” lives. Many 
were 计 prepared to_ come to the 
States，especially those with rural 
backgrounds， 

Upon arrival,，they':find that 
nothing is easy，Jobs are hard to 
find and-low-paying，Housing is 
scarce and expensive， 

What would have seemed a 
high income is ip reality barely 
enough to get by，Add to .this 
Social services cuts and even long 
waiting lists for 下 上 SL classes. 

STRAIN 

Chau :asserted that these 
Pressures put a severe strain on the 
refugees' social structures and 
mental well-being. 

The immediate aim，according 
to the social worker, is to cope and 
reduce stress, The client may face 
legal problems，or have trouble 
finding housing or a job. The 
workers refer the client to the 
prIroper community agencies. 

One of the most unusual aspects 
of the program is its group 
therapy，which is actually a way 
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and a kind of peer counseling， 
This method is most highly 
developed by the Cambodian 
speaking worker, Sam King，who 
helped organize the Cambodian 
New Life Association which meets 
Tegularly to discuss issues of 


concern 
TRUST 

The group finds housing for 
other refugees from Cambodia， 
and actually organizes small com- 
munities in the apartment com- 
plexes, 下 ach apartment group has 
an informal head who watches out 
for family problems. 

Alleviating stress through self 
helps to establish trust between 
the worker and client and opens 
the door for more candid discus- 
Sions， 

了 Even then，however，the refu- 
gee may not speak of depression， 
but would likely complain of 
unrelenting headaches, ， body 
pains that change location，even 
diarrhea and vomiting 一 ,all with 
no apparent physical cause, 

Inability to sleep because of 
Tecurring nightmares of traumatic 
events，such as a relative being 
killed or raped by pirates are also 


common， 
DELUSIONS 

According to Seid more serious 
symptoms are SOmetimes mani- 
fested around the second year 
after arrival in the US These 
symptoms usually take the form of 
hearing voices or seeing delusions， 

The voices express the indi- 
viduals guilt for surviving and/ 


or negative feelings of low self 


worth， The delusions，usually 


paranoid in nature，could be a 


belief that Communist agents are 
all around and seek to kill am 
individual. 

“Some people believe that this 
late emergence of psychotic reac- 
tion is. ..a post-traumatic symn- 
drome, But it needs to be studied 
more,”admitted Seid. 

“Why is it that with all the 
horrors that (the refugees) have 
been through，why didnt they 
break down before with those 


Psychotic symptoms? All kinds of 


explanations are given ， 

“Some say that those who did 
break down never made 让 here， 
Its only the fittest that made 让 
here,”observed the psychiatrist,， 

Chau postulated that the exi- 
gencies of surviving for the initial 
years Upon immigrating left 
refugees too busy to dwell on the 
past， Later，after things had 
settled down，some reftigees 
would experience the profound 
feelings of guilt and 1osSs that 


might lead to more serious symp- 


toms. 

In all cases,understanding and 
careful communications _ between 
worker and _ client are required， 
asserted the workers. Because 
Psychological concepts are foreigna 


.and have no counterpart in Indo- 
chinese culture，education has 


become an important component 
of the counseling approach. 

AACI and its mental health 
program changed location re- 
cently. It will hold an open house 
at its new buildqing at 1249 N. lst

SAN FRANCISCO 工 ast 
Sunday morning, a crew of about 
80 people wearing orange vests 
”and with brooms and shovels in 
hand combed through the streets 
and alleys in Chinatown， In a 
matter of hours the streets from 
Broadway to Sacramento looked 
different. 

They were cleanl 

In the afternoon，the _ crew 
Imoved on to City College，where 
the reserVoirs acrToss the street 
from the main campus had 
become natural dumps. Before the 
day Was over they also were 
transformed to cleanliness again. 

SUBSTITUTE 

The crew members belong to 
the Sheriff's Work Alternative 
Program (SWAP).， They are 
people who are convicted of minor 
offenses，but who are allowed to 
substitute manual labor for time 
in jail. 

People found guilty of drunk 
driving，for instance，usually get 
48 hours in jail for the first 
offense. With SWAP in effect， 
judges can sentence these people 
to perform 48 hours of physical 
labor on weekends， 

The general tradeoff is one day 
of jail time for one day (10 hours) 
of work， 

Since SWAP began in March， 
the city has benefited from more 
than 10,000 man-hours of free 
labor performed by the otherwise 
Unproductive inmates. The clean- 
ing up of Chinatown and City 
College are just two examples. 
SAVES 

SWAP crews also .picked up 
litter from Cal Trans， public 
parks, and various city streets. 
They painted parts of the Public 
Defender's office，the security 
ward at S.E.， General Hospital， 
and the garage area at the Hall of 
Justice, 

The program also saves the city 
Some money，asserted Deputy 
Cedric Goo，SWAP coordinator， 
He noted that“the really impor- 
tant aspect of the program is that 
过 saved the taxpayers money， 


二 hn 


Sheriff's Work Prod ram 
Cleans Chinatown's Streets 


It costs $47.50 a day to house 
SOmeone in ja 这 .With SWAP， 让 
costs only about $5. This includes 
the salaries of the deputies in 
charge of the program: and the 
cost of lunches，transportation， 
and work tools,”Goo explained. 

Because the work is performed 
only on ” weekends，the arrange- 
ment allows most offenders to 
keep their jobs while serving their 
Sentences,“The judges know that 
employment is tough in .San Fran- 
cisco in general right now. If these 
people “go to jail for two weeks， 
they are quite likely to lose their 
jobs,”said Sheriff Michael Hen- 
Dessey， 

DEBTS 


“SWAP is a way of making 
people pay back their debts to 
Society without causing them to 
lose their jobs，which will punish 
their families more than the 
individuals.” 

People in the program have 
Variously rated it anywhere 位 om 
good to excellent. Don, a business- 
man who owns three _ furniture 
stores, thought the Program was a 
good one. He considered the work 
as“worthwhile，but that it _ could 
be more varied and carried out 
more expeditiously.” 

Sam，who received 25 days for 
drunk driving,， had a very positive 
attitude about the program.“I am 
proud of the program, but Tm not 
going to be in it anymore after this 
because Tm going to quit drink- 
ing, "declared the bankteller， 

Redmond，a _ union longshore- 
man gave up his $175 daily pay on 
the days he came to work in 
SWAP. While he thought that the 
progIam was very good and 
helped the city，he had reserva- 
tions about the lunches pro- 
Vided to the workers. 

CAVIAR 

“A person should have a one- 
hour lunch break after this type of 
manual ljabor,”he suggested.“Td 
like to have a hot sandwich and 
coffee at a restaurant，but they 
won't let you do it here. You cant 
even bring your own lunch， 
Instead they give you this awful 
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cold sandwich.” 

Jennifer，a young woman who 
claimed to be retired，offered 
another view on the lunch prob- 
lem.“Some people come in expec- 
ting caviar, she retored.“Yourre 
supposed to be in jail, you know.” 

When asked how an attractive 
woman jike her felt about doing 
manual tasks among 3a gIouPp 
dominated by men, she laughingly 
replied,， “You wouldnt want ot 
hear about 让 .”She later revealed 
that the men“flirted a bit”but 
that “让 was nobig deal.” 

“ Some women begged to do 
typing in the office instead of 
going out to do physical labor. I 
dontmind going out to work with 
the boys, -she declared as she 
flexed her biceps. Because of a leg 
injury, however, she could not do 
much that day， 

PAPERVWORK 


A few people in the program 
who have office skills do not have 


to perform physical labor as do the - 


others. They stay at the office in 
the Hall of Justice and take care of 


-the clerical work relating to the 


program. “We have to keep an 
updated file on every person ,” 
explained Deputy Gene Bytof, 
“There is a lot of paperwork to be 
done.” 

人 Apsychologist who just received 
her doctorate was one of the five 
people assigned to work at the 
office. She acknowledged that the 
Program “has worked out very 
well” for her， She had been 
charged with alleged drunk dri- 
ving， 

“The court system being the 
way it is，it will take a lot of 
money to 人 ight something like this. 
To have to go to court，and not 
winning，and having to goto jail 
for two days would not be con- 
ducive,”she argued，She would 
rather type and file papers during 
her five-dqay stay with the work 
program ， 

The program has run very 
Smoothly so far, According to 
Deputy Goo，the workers have 
Dever fought with each other， 
although he admitted that there 
had been occasional minor argu- 
Inents. 

了 dgq，a plumber convicted of 
assault，believed that there was

Goo stands at far right. 


“Sometimes they (the crew 
leaders) abuse their power，anta- 
gonize people,， and threaten to 
report them to the deputy,” he 
complained，“That .demoralizes 
people in the program. There has 
to be a_ better selection of fore- 
Imen(crew leaders), Many of them 
dont know how to deal with 
people.… 

In Support of the selection 
process， Deputy Bytof cited three 
main criteria for picking a crew 
leader. “It depends on the length 
of their sentences; how good they 
are in actual physical labor; and 
how well they get along with 
People We tend to select -those 
with longer sentences to maintain 
some continuity,” he explained. 

OVERCROWDED 

Calling the program“a _ dream 
come true”for him because he 
would not have to go to jail，crew 
leader Gene admitted that“some- 
times the guys don't cooperate.,” 
He thought it was a minor 
problem;, though, and has tried to 
work things out in an amicable 
manpner. At a roll call taken just 
before dismissal，for instance，he 
joked around a bit and cheered up 
the crowd before their trip back 
home，. 

In San Francisco，SVWAP has 
solved the tight space problem in 
prisons, “Our jails are not over- 
crowded,”Pproclaimed Sheriff 
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SWAP participants clean up an alley in Chinatown. Deputy Cedric 
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Hennessey,.“We have managed to 
control the (prison) population 
partly because we carry out the 
Program . 

于 we have these people in jail， 
we will be overcrowded，espec- 
ially on Sundays. If you go down 
to the city prison on a Sunday 
night，there will be people 
sleeping on the floor，which will 
be above 100 匈 capacity. If we 
have, on top of that, 60, 75, or 100 
people coming in to do weekend 
Sentences，we will have 150% to 
160% overpopulation.” 

According to the sheriff, 99 兄 of 
the people who are getting 
Weekend sentences are Serving 
them through SWAP,“There is no 
question that it is very popular 
and supported by the public in 
San Francisco,” 

He also pointed out that other 
areas are interested 记 the pro- 
gram. It is also gaining support 
from other counties，We've had 
inquiries about our program from 
sheriffs of other counties and even 
people from out of state.” 


SUCCESSFUL 


Deputy Coo，who conceived of 
the program in San Francisco， 


.pointed to the other counties with 


Similar Successful programs，Los 
Angeles County has 500 people in 
its program; Sacramento has 
400;) and Santa Clara has 600. 
_He sees the city's program as 
only a beginning.“We are still on 
a test program，VWe have to 
convince the judges that this is a 
severe enough penalty for the 
offenders,”he said.“Out here, 让 
they see the work we do, they w 训 
know it is severe enough; they will 
see the results. 2: 

“Of course,，the judges will not 
be_ coming out here themselves. 
That is why we need community 
response，like City College wri- 
ting a letter to City Hall about the 
work we have done.” 

The top-ranking Asian in the 
sheriff's office and -the first one 
ever to be delegated a highly 
responsible position, Deputy Goo， 
is particularly concerned abonut 
the response of the Chinese com- 
munity to the program.

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Korean Merchant Throws Barbecue 
For Friends, Customers in Watts 


LOS ANGELES 一 After eight 
years of running his small market 
in Watts，Chung Lee，a Korean 
immigrant who came to the US in 
1974，recently hosted a Korean 
barbecue for some 20 天 oreans and 
400 blacks，his friends and 
Customers. 

A glaring exception to the 
Stereotype of non-black merchants 
who open markets in Watts and 
live outside of the community， 
with jlittle interest in neighbor- 
hood concerns，Lee has become 
Part of the community he serves， 
often attending funerals of his 
customers”familv members.、 do- 
nating to jlocal community 
functions,，and occasionally lower- 
ing prices，extending credit or 
sharing food with trusted cus- 
tomers who are short of cash or 
whose welfare checks arrive late， 

FAMILY 

“He is the Korean man who 
came into the black community 
and was accepted，He came in 
with the desire to get along with 
the black community，He didn't 
come in with the attitude， 工 m 
coming in to get your dollar，bnut 
rather，I want to be part of your 
community” ”Dr.， Huey Rachal， 
pastor of the New Unity Baptist 
Church，told the 工 os Angeles 
了 Timzes. 

“We are able to communicate 
with him because he takes a lot of 
time with you and we take a lot of 
time with him.

LEARN 

Only last week，a Korean 
couple who owned a grocery 这 
Compton were shot and killed by 
a Tobber after they had handed 
over their cash. 工 ast year, another 
Korean shopkeeper not far from 
Lee's store Was also shot to death. 

“I got a few concerned calls 
from Koreans after the incident. 
One Korean caller asked me to 
continue serving the black com- 
munity well， He said Korean 
businessmen must find ways to get 
along better with the black com- 
Iunity， 

“Several days ago， three of my 
customers Who live nearby saw 
two teenagers attempting to steal 
from my store when it was 
closed. They caught the two 
and roughed them up a bit. They 


told me about it and I thanked 
them,”Lee told the Ti7mzes， 

“I know all the customers. . . 
all the neighbors，They are nice 
and TI_ get along with them,”he 
added. 

For last months's party, Lee had 
printed 200 invitations and spent 
over $1,000 on food and punch， 
but he noted“it isn't much when 
you think of the eight years these 
people have given me business.” 

“We are all human beings， 
There are good people and bad 
people in every race，We have to 
sit down and learn from each 
other,”he said. 图 


Ming Pao Editorial

“Open Door Policy- 


HONG KONG 一 A recent 
editorial in the Ming Pao Daily

Chu is the owner of Ultra 
Vyolet wig boutique where，for 
the past 16 years，she has special- 
ized in counseling cancer patients 
whose treatments have resulted in 
a loss of hair. Along with doctors 
and therapists，she works to re- 
instill confidence in patients 
suffering from the psychological 
effects of hair loss.  - 

Born and raised in Honolulu; 
Chu came to San Francisco ip 
1954. She graduated Summa Cum 
Laude from the University of San 
Francisco in 1979 with a Bache- 
lors of Science degree in _ human 
relations and organizational be- 
havior. 

She attributes her appreciation 
for Asian art Primarily to her 
mother, Chu was the only one of 
ten childqren to share her mother's 
love and knowledge for the arts of 
Asia.
